The Farm Holiday—and it is expected 
that it will be joined in this by the rank- 
and-file groups like the Sharecroppers Union 
and the Southern Tenant Farmers Union— 
demands the appropriation of $500,000,000 
to actually start putting into practice some 
of the fine-sounding ideas of the Wallace re- 
port. And this can only be a starter in a real 
program to aid the 2,000,000 landless Amer- 
ican farmers whose ranks are growing at the 
rate of 40,000 a year. 

Furthermore, the Association demands 
that the Government place the execution of 
its program to relieve tenancy into the hands 
of the small farmers and tenants themselves, 
not in the hands of the conservative County 
officials. 4 

To stop the pauperization of millions of 
American farm families, and the ruination 
of the small farmer, a program is needed 
that will protect the interests of these groups 
as against the interests of the wealthy land- 
lords, the big banks and the big insurance

What 400.000 Coal 


Miners Want 


„ What 400,000 soft coal miners want was 
voiced by Uni Mine Workers’ officers in 
New Yo s week. 


The national bituminous coal agreement 
expires on March 31. The coal operators 
have had the audacity, in the midst of the 
profit orgy that is deluging all corporations, 
to insist in advance upon a return to the 
40-hour week with no increase in wages. 


The United Mine Workers have brushed 
aside this attack upon their living and work- 
ing standards with the contempt it deserves. 
They demand the institution of standards 
that will be the beginnings of some sort of 
decent wages and working conditions for the 
men who risk their lives to dig the nation’s 
coal. 


What are these demands? First of all, 
the 30-hour week. That is today the funda- 
mental immediate fighting point of all the 
workers. It will strike out at the increasing 
“technological unemployment” in all indus- 
tries, from which bituminous coal is certainly 
not exempt. The joblessness that has arisen 
from increased mechanization of coal digging 
processes has become a matter of national 
concern. The winning of the 30-hour week, 
six-hour day by the soft coal miners would 
give a great stimulus to the pushing of this 
needed change in working hours in many 
other industries of the country. 


Second, the miners want a wage rate of 
$6 per day, with a guaranteed working year 
of 200 days. As Philip Murray, vice-presi- 
dent of the U.M.W.A., declared, there is cer- 
tainly nothing “revolutionary” in that de- 
mand. A minimum wage of $1,200 per year 
is not half what a living wage should be, 
according to the Department of Labor. The 
miners’ annual income is hit by the recur- 
rent seasonal unemployment. The miners 
want some end to that state of affairs. Their 
insistence upon a minimum annual wage is 
a decided step in the right direction. 


Third, the miners want two weeks’ vaca- 
tion with pay. That has been won by work- 
ers in many other industries. There is no 
one who can better enjoy such a needed rest 
than the miner, who is compelled to stick 
close to the mining town all through the 
year to watch his chances for work. 

To these immediate demands, the United 
Mine Workers add others, dealing with the 
need to regulate wages and hours in different 
districts according to the introduction of 
mechanization. 

The coal operators, in crying “impossible” 
at these declarations what the miners 
want, are trying to step backward. They hide 
behind the competition of water power, oil 
and gas with soft coal as an alibi for not 
granting the demands. Such an attitude will 
not hold. The coal industry is well able to 
meet the conditions laid down by the miners. 
The rising cost of living and the march of 
“technological unemployment” in the coal 
fields certainly call for the establishment of 
the modest yearly wage set by the miners 
and the institution of the 30-hour week, six- 
hour day. 


The bituminous coal miners, in winning 
such demands, will give new spirit to the 
workers in other industries to strike out 
for similar conditions. The eyes of more 
than the miners are fol?owing the course 
of these negotiations. There are hundreds 
of thousands of other workers who also 
look to the United Mine Workers to pro- 
duce results that can be used as standards 
in their own fight for unionism.

Mayor LaGuardia and the New York

The Mayor had ruled that the police could 
not be used as private guards for the realty 
concerns, to eject sit-down strikers from 
buildings. Then came the wire. Hardly was 
it received than a new order went out. 


Now the police are to be used as the 
private agents for the realty concerns, upon 
the request of those concerns. It is clear that 
the requests will be many and vociferous. 
The police have begun their despicable job, 
and have placed sit-downers under arrest. By 
that action, the city government has again 
become active in the strikebreaking business. 

The labor unions of this city cannot per- 
mit this practice to continue. They should 
halt it before it becomes an established cus- 
tom on the part of the city of New York. 
If the realty concerns can wire to the Mayor, 
so can the trade unions. City Hall can be 
deluged with such wires, insisting that the 
police cease to be used as private strikebreak- 
ing guards for the realty concerns. The city 
has immediately extended the rule to apply 
to the WPA, and the first act of the police 
under the new order was to arrest sit-down 
strikers at the WPA labor relations office. 


That is a warning to all the trade unions. 
The rights of the workers to fight for union- 
ism through the sit-down is in jeopardy. The 
American Labor Party might also do some 
wiring to the Mayor on this issue.
